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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER 
OF  HEALTH  FOR  THE  YEAR  1937. 


To  the  Chairman,  Mrs.  Reece,  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  twenty-fourth  Annual 
Report,  which  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  circular 
issued  by  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health,  and  which  deals  with 
the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district,  its  administra- 
tion and  vital  statistics,  together  with  many  other  matters,  social 
conditions  and  general  information  relating  to  the  area,  housing 
activities  and  developing  schemes  under  the  Housing  Acts,  water- 
supplies,  sewerage,  and  the  incidence  of  infectious  diseases. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS.

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  resident  population 
for  the  mid-year  1937  is  6,350. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses,  according  to  the  rate-books 
of  1937,  is  1,692. 

The  rateable  value  is  £23,258. 

The  estimated  product  of  a penny  rate  is  £99  19s.  lOd. 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  AND  OCCUPATIONS. 

As  stated  before  in  previous  annual  reports,  the  district  is 
rural  and  agricultural,  and  its  chief  pursuit  is  farming.  In  Gian 
Conway  there  is  a considerable  amount  of  market  gardening.  As 
regards  occupation,  there  is  a considerable  amount  of  unemploy- 
ment in  the  district,  and  no  sign  of  any  new  industry  developing 
Some  new  houses  have  been  built  in  parts  of  the  district  for  re- 
tired people  who  have  come  to  live  in  the  country. 

Eight  new  houses  in  the  parish  of  Bettws-vn-Rhos  and  eight 
in  the  parish  of  Gian  Conway  were  built  during  the  year  for  re- 
housing displaced  families  from  unfit  and  overcrowded  houses. 
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VITAL  STATISTICS. 

BIRTH  RATE. 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  in  the  district  during 
the  year  1987  was  90 — 40  males  and  50  females — giving  a birth 
rate  of  14.17  per  1,000  of  the  resident  population,  compared  with 
14.9  per  1,000  for  England  and  Wales.  Of  the  90  births 
three  were  illegitimate — two  males  and  one  female.  1'here  was 
only  one  still  birth — a legitimate  female. 


DEATHS. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district  during 
the  year  1987  was  85 — 40  males  and  89  females — giving  a death 
rate  of  13.88  per  1 ,000  of  the  resident  population.  Of  this  number 
18  were  deaths  of  persons  who  w-ere  non-resident,  persons  who 
lived  outside  the  district,  and  these  have  to  be  deducted.  On  the 
other  hand,  16  residents  died  in  institutions  and  places  outside 
our  district,  and  have  to  be  included — 14  males  and  4 females 
'Thus  the  nett  or  “ corrected  ” death  rate  is  83 — 43  males  and  4o 
females — which  gives  a death  rate  of  18.07  per  1,000  of  the  resi- 
dent po|  illation,  compared  with  12.4  per  1,000  for  England  and 
Wales. 

Table  Til  gives  the  causes  and  ages  at  death. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  was 
7 — 4 males  and  3 females.  This  gives  a death  rate  per  1,0(40 
births  of  77.7,  compared  with  58  per  1,000  for  England  and  Wales. 

Table  IV  deals  with  the  causes  of  death. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  were  29  eases  of  infectious  disease  notified  during  the 
year  (excluding  tuberculosis  from  this  category) — 6 eases  of  scarlet 
fever,  20  of  diphtheria,  2 of  erysipelas,  and  only  one  of  pneumonia, 
although,  as  two  died  of  it,  there  must  have  been  more. 

Table  II  gives  further  information  regarding  these  eases, 
with  ages  and  distribution  in  the  different  parishes. 

ZYMOTIC  MORTALITY. 

There  was  one  death  from  diphtheria  and  none  from  typhoid 
or  paratyphoid.  Measles  was  very  prevalent  in  the  district,  but 
no  death  was  reported.  Nor  was  there  a death  from  scarlet,  fever, 
whooping  cough,  influenza,  acute  poliomyelitis,  eerobro-spinal 
meningitis  or  encephalitis  lethargica,  which  is  satisfactory.

SUMMARY  OF  XURSIXG  ARRANGEMENTS  IX  THE 

DISTRICT. 

There  ate  five  District  Nurses  (qualified)  in  different  centres 
or  parishes  in  the  district.  Gian  Conway  has  a nurse  of  its  own. 
Llanelian  is  joined  to  Bettws.  The  district  being  very  mountain- 
ous and  scattered,  and  houses  far  apart,  nurses  have  to  travel 
long  distances,  with  motor  cycles  and  motor  cars.  They  have 
been  of  great  benefit  to  those  parishes  which  have  been  able  to 
maintain  them.  In  some  districts  two  or  three  parishes  join  to- 
gether, and  are  thus  able  to  support  one  nurse  between  them. 
The  nurses  do  a deal  of  general  nursing  and  dressing,  and  much 
of  the  midwifery.  The  district  is  at  present  well  supplied  with 
District  Xurscs. 


CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 


The  nearest  Denbighshire  centre  is  at  Denbigh  Infirmary, 
where  a Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  is  now  available  for 
the  surrounding  parishes,  such  as  Groes,  Trefnant,  Llaunefydd. 
and  Cefn. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
IN  THE  AREA. 

(1) .  TUBERCULOSIS. — No  private  institution  is  provided 
in  the  district  for  tuberculosis,  but  patients  who  cannot  afford 
treatment  in  private  institutions  are  well  provided  for  by  the 
King  Edward  VII  Welsh  National  Memorial  Association  (Den- 
bighshire and  Flintshire  area),  whose  Medical  Officers  visit 
clinical  centres  at  Denbigh  and  Rhvl,  where  patients  from  the 
district  are  examined  and  suitable  cases  are  sent  to  institutions 
provided  for  them  in  North  Wales  and  elsewhere. 

(2) .  MATERNITY.— There  are  Maternity  Wards  at  the 
Public  Assistance  Institution  at  Ruthin,  also  at  Denbigh  Infirm- 
ary. 


(3) .  THERE  ARE  COTTAGE  HOMES. 

(4) . — FEVER. — For  fever  cases  there  is  available  the  Isola- 
tion Hospital  of  the  St.  Asaph  and  District  Conjoint  Hospital 
Board  at  St.  Asaph,  which  is  kept  in  excellent  condition,  well 
staffed  and  well  managed,  with  accommodation  for  40  patients. 

(5) .  SMALL  POX. — No  provision. 

(6) .  OTHER  INSTITUTIONS.— The  Denbigh  Infirmary  is 
within  convenient  distance  of  the  district,  and  is  made  use  of  on 
the  Denbigh  side.  On  the  Abergele  side  of  the  district  the  Royal 
Alexandra  Hospital,  Rhyl,  and  the  War  Memorial  Hospital,  Rhyl, 
take  in  surgical  cases,  being  within  easy  reach.  At  the  Denbigh 
Infirmary  there  are  a few  free  beds,  but  any  surgical  cases  will 
be  admitted  at  a maintenance  fee  of  17s.  fid.  per  week.  At  the 
Rhyl  Hospitals  the  fees  are  higher.  There  is  also  the  West  Den- 
bighshire Hospital  at  Golwyn  Bay  for  that  side  of  the  district. 

ORTHOPAEDIC  TREATMENT. 

The  Denbighshire  Voluntary  Orthopaedic  Vssociation  holds 
Out-patient  Clinics  at  the  Denbigh  Infirmary.  Mr.  Watson 
Jones,  F.R.C.S.,  of  Liverpool,  attends  this  Clinic  every  three 
months. 
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AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

(a)  For  infectious  cases  a hired  motor  ambulance  is  em 
ployed,  (b)  For  non-infectious  and  accident  cases  there  is  a 
motor  ambulance  on  hire  from  a private  motor  garage  at  Rhyl. 

LABORATt  )RY  WORK. 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  paid  for  those  who  cannot 
bear  the  expense,  and  so  also  is  diphtheria  antitoxin. 

CHEMICAL  WORK. 

Analyses  of  water  supplies  are  carried  out  by  the  Clinical 
Research  Association  when  required. 

DISTRICT  STAFF. 

The  Staff  of  the  Aled  Rural  District  Councd  consists  of  a 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  (part  time,  an  M.D.,  M.R.C.S.,  L.S.A., 
D.P.H.),  a Sanitary  Inspector  and  Surveyor  (F.S.I.A.,  Cert. 
R.S.I.),  and  a C'lerh.  For  the  combined  Hospital  district  a Clerk 
aiid  Secretary,  a Steward  and  Collector,  together  with  the  fol- 
lowing staff  at  the  Isolation  Hospital : — Miss  Williams,  Matron, 
who  is  an  S.R.X.  and  S.C.M.,  registered  and  with  fever  trained 
experience;  a staff  nurse,  assistant  nurses,  and,  when  required, 
when  the  Hospital  is  very  full  and  much  night  nursing  is  neces- 
sary, extra  temporary  nurses;  also  4 probationary  nurses,  a cook 
and  a laundress,  3 ward  maids,  and  a porter  gardener. 

DISINFECTION. 

Arrangements  for  disinfection  can  be  made  as  required  with 
the  Hospital  Steward.  A Washington  Lyon  disinfecting  apparatus 
in  the  Hospital  grounds  is  used  as  required.

SECTION  C.— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE 

AREA. 

1. — (i)  Water. 

LEAN FAIR  TALHAIARN. — The  extension  to  the  works  of 
water  supply  referred  to  in  the  two  last  annual  reports  has  result- 
ed in  an  improved  sin  ay  for  the  village,  but  the  supply  was  in 
adequate  during  the  drought  of  last  summer. 

ELANSANNAN. — The  water  supply  in  this  village  proved 
to  be  very  satisfactory  except  during  serious  drought,  such  as  last 
summer,  when  the  supply  was  insufficient  to  provide  continuous 
pi essure. 

Taflyfron  (in  the  same  parish). — The  small  works  carried  out 
for  this  hamlet  have  proved  satisfactory  and  are  a great  boon  to 
the  inhabitants. 

Bryn-rhyd-yr- Arian  (in  the  same  parish). — In  my  last  annu- 
al report  it  was  stated  that  the  existing  service  supply  to  two 
Council  houses  was  to  be  extended  to  supply  a public  standpipe  in 
a convenient  spot  for  the  neighbouring  houses.  A committee  of 
the  Council  interviewed  the  owners  of  these  houses  to  explain 
that  in  the  event  of  the  Council  providing  a main  service  they 
were  not  prepared  to  provide  a service  pipe  to  their  houses,  as 
they  were  of  opinion  that  the  source  of  supply  was  inadequate 
during  drought.  The  Council  therefore  abandoned  the  proposals, 
hoping  a new  water  main  would  shortly  be  laid  through  the  hamlet 
by  the  Rhyl  U.D.C.,  when  a supply  could  be  secured  for  the 
cottages. 


LLANELIAN. — The  Council  have  under  consideration  a 
scheme  for  extending  the  water  main  from  the  borough  of  Colwyn 
Bay  for  supplying  water  for  the  village. 

LLANSANTFFRA1D. — Th.  supply  of  water  to  this  parish 
has  been,  on  the  whole,  satisfactory,  but  the  pressure  was  insuffi- 
cient during  the’summer  months  owing  to  increased  demand  for 
water  in  the  seaside  towns  adjoining  and  the  branch  main  being 
loo  small  and  corroded  for  supplying  Groesfl’ordd  Farm  and  other 
houses.  The  Council  have  decided  to  replace  the  one-inch  pipe 
with  a 14  inch  pipe. 
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BETTWS-YX  KHOS. — Xo  complaints  were  received  as  to 
the  privately  owned  supply  in  this  village. 

TKEFXAXT. — The  supply  of  water  in  the  village  has  been 
satisfactory  except  at  Greenfield,  in  the  highest  part  of  the 
village,  where  it  was  intermittent.  This  house  cannot  be  supplied 
with  a continuous  pressure  during  the  daytime  owing  to  its  high 
altitude,  compared  with  the  source  of  supply. 

An  extension  of  the  water  supply  is  required  for  isolated  farms 
and  houses  in  the  upper  parts  of  the  parish,  extending  from 
Greenfield  to  Pencaedu,  Penpalmant,  Penue.ha’rgreen.  It  was 
proposed  to  obtain  a water  supply  for  this  area  from  a source 
known  as  Pont-y-trap,  near  Galltfaenan,  but  this  supply  would 
require  pumping,  and  this  water  is  not  altogether  satisfactory, 
according  to  the  analysis  following: —

LLAXXEFYDD. — The  Council  have  not  yet  agreed  on  a 
scheme  to  supply  this  village.  It  is  understood  that  the  County 
Education  Authority  are  about  to  erect  a new  school  for  this 
area.  The  County  Architect  has  been  making  investigation  for  a 
suitable  source  of  supply  for  the  school. 

(ii ) Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Xo  important  extensions  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  schemes  are  -equired  for  the 
following  places : — 

(1)  The  village  of  Bettws-yn-Rhos. 

(2)  The  hamlet  of  Llanelian. 

(3)  The  village  of  Llannefvdd. 

(4)  The  hamlet  of  Tan-y-fron. 

Xew  sewage  disposal  works  are  required  for  the  village  of 
Llansannan,  where  extensions  to  the  sewers  are  also  required. 


2. — Rivers  and  Streams. 


Some  trouble  has  been  experienced  as  to  the  pollution  of  the 
liver  Aled  in  the  village  of  Llansannan,  due  to  house  refuse  from 
the  village  tip  falling  into  the  river.  The  Council  have  been  in 
negotiation  with  the  Llewesog  Estate  for  a new  tip.  No  other 
complaints  were  received  during  the  year. 

3. — (i)  Closet  Accommodation. 

Practically  all  the  privies  within  a reasonable  distance  of 
sewers  have  been  converted  into  water  closets.  About  90  per 
cent,  of  the  closet  accommodation  where  no  sewers  are  available 
are  of  the  privy  type  with  fixed  receptacles,  the  remaining  10  per 
cent,  being  of  the  privy  type  with  movable  receptac’es. 

(ii)  Public  Cleansing. 

No  extension  of  public  cleansing  was  undertaken  by  the 
Council  during  the  year. 

In  some  parts  of  the  district  refuse  disposal  and  cleansing  are 
done  by  the  occupier,  and  the  refuse  is  disposed  of,  as  a rule, 
on  the  land. 

Scavenging  Schemes  are  in  operation  in  the  parishas  of 
Bettws-vn-Rhos,  Abergele  Rural,  Llanfair  Talhaiarn  and  Llan- 
santffraid  for  the  collection,  removal  and  disposal  of  house  refuse 
from  ashbins.  The  Council  have  controlled  “V”  tips  at  Bettws 
Llanfair  Talhaiarn,  Trefnant  and  Llansannan.  It  is  hoped  to 
discontinue  the  deposit  of  refuse  in  the  old  tip  at  Llansannan 
near  the  river  Aled,  shortly,  and  that  a new  tip  will  be  available 
at  an  early  date  for  disposal  of  the  village  refuse. 

(iii)  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

The  report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  is  included  under 
Article  19  of  the  Sanitary  Officers  Order,  1926. 

(iv)  Shops. 

No  action  has  had  to  be  taken,  as  there  are  no  large  shops 
in  the  area. 

(v)  Smoke  Abatement. 

No  action  was  found  necessary  under  this  heading. 

(vi)  Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  no  swimming  baths  or  pools  open  to  the  public  in 
the  district. 
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(vii)  Eradication  of  Bed-Bugs. 

The  furniture  and  other  belongings  of  tenants  removed  from 
unfit  houses  to  the  new  Council  Houses  were  disinfested  witb 
cyanide  gas  by  expert  contractors. 

4. — Schools. 

The  scheme  referred  to  in  my  last  report  for  the  erection  of 
water  closets  and  urinals,  together  with  extension  of  the  drainage 
system,  paving  of  the  playgrounds  and  the  provision  of  ashbins 
for  the  collection  of  house  refuse,  for  the  school  at  Trefnant  has 
been  carried  out. 

The  Elementary  School  at  Llansanuan  is  still  in  an  unsatis- 
factory condition.  A new  school  has  not  yet  been  provided  for 
the  parish  of  Llannefvdd,  but  is  now  in  contemplation.

Food  Inspector.  Details  of  the  work  done  are  attached  to  this 
report. 

The  dairies  and  cowsheds  are  periodically  inspected,  and  im- 
provement has  taken  place  in  their  general  cleanliness.  Still 
there  is  much  to  be  done  to  bring  the  dairy  farms  up  to  modern 
requirements,  both  as  to  the  structure  of  the  buildings  and  as  to 
perfect  cleanliness,  to  produce  milk  free  of  bacteria  and  bacillus 
colli. 


Pressure  has  been  put  on  several  cowkeepers  to  re-condition 
their  cowsheds  and  dairies  to  comply  with  the  Order.  The  agents 
of  one  large  estate  approached  the  Council  on  the  matter,  stating 
that  for  some  time  the  staff  of  the  estate  had  been  engaged  on 
the  cowsheds,  including  drainage  works.  On  this  account  the 
general  repairs  section  of  the  estate  has  been  practically  at  a 
standstill,  and  they  were  asking  whether  the  Council  would  allow 
more  time  to  do  the  work  required  in  connection  with  the  milk- 
sheds.  The  Council  agreed  in  principle  to  the  suggestion,  but 
insisted  that  a programme  should  be  submitted  to  them  in  due 
course  for  proceeding  with  the  re-conditioning  of  the  cowsheds. 
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Licences  are  issued  by  the  County  Council  for  the  production 
of  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  and  Accredited  Milk.  These  have  to 
comply  with  certain  test  analyses.  The  herds  have  to  be  isolated 
and  kept  separate  from  non-tested  herds.  The  milk  1 as  to  be  kept 
and  stored  in  sterilised  utensils. 

Pasteurised  Milk. — Licences  for  this  have  to  be  issued  by  the 
Bural  Council,  but  so  far  no  application  has  been  received.  The 
milk  has  to  be  treated  bv  heating  it  up  to  from  145  to  150  F.,  held 
at  this  temperature  for  half  an  hour,  and  then  immediately  cooled 
to  not  more  than  55  F.  This  process  has  to  be  carried  out  in  a 
suitable  plant.  This  milk  also  has  to  comply  with  a certain 
standard  of  analysis  with  regard  to  bacteria.  The  price  of  the 
licence  to  produce  this  milk  is  one  guinea. 

(b)  Meats  and  Other  Foods. 

Samples  of  food  for  analysis  are  collected  by  the  County 
Inspector.  Slaughter-houses  and  shops  are  inspected,  and  are. 
on  the  whole,  kept  fairly  clean.  The  district  is  thoroughly  rural 
in  character,  and  a great  deal  of  the  food  supply,  including  meat 
is  purchased  from  outside  the  area.

The  District  Council  have  taken  no  action  in  this  matter 
apart  from  what  is  done  by  the  Public  Health  Officials  in  the 
execution  of  their  duties. 

(f)  Shell  Fish. 

There  are  no  shell  fish  or  layings  in  the  district. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 


The  total  number  of  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified 
during  the  year  was  11,  and  of  other  Tuberculous  Diseases  3, 
making  altogether  14.  There  were  4 deaths  from  Pulmonary  and 
none  from  other  tuberculous  causes.

GENERAL. 

There  is  a decrease  in  the  estimated  population  of  the  Aled 
district  of  95,  and  there  are  17  fewer  births  during  the  year.  The 
number  of  deaths  is  about  the  same  as  during  the  last  few  years. 
16  deaths  from  cancer  during  the  year  was  high.  Also  12  from 
heart  disease  and  13  from  cerebral  haemorrhage  are  rather  high. 
There  were  14  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year;  11 
were  pulmonary  and  3 non-pulmonary  ; but  there  were  only  4 
deaths  during  the  year.  20  cases  of  diphtheria  and  0 of  scarlet 
fever;  17  of  them  were  treated  in  hospital.  There  is  no  immu- 
nisation scheme  yet  adopted,  but  if  parents  wish  to  have  it  done 
the  Council  would  not  be  averse  to  having  it  done. 

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  Isolation  Hospital  has  been  over-taxed  of  late  on  account 
of  the  large  number  of  cases  admitted  from  outside  the  Joint 
Hospital  Board  area.  The  Joint  Hospital  Board  consists  of  re 
presentatives  of  the  following  Councils  : — 

Denbigh  Borough,  in  the  County  of  Denbigh  ; 

Abergele  U.D.C.,  in  the  County  of  Denbigh; 

Aled  E.D.C.,  in  the  County  of  Denbigh  ; 

Prestatyn  U.D.C.,  in  the  County  of  Flint; 

St.  Asaph  R.D.C.,  in  the  County  of  Flint. 

The  accommodation  was  ample  for  the  needs  of  the  above 
district,  but  during  recent  years  a large  number  were  admitted 
from  outside  the  district,  viz.,  from  Connah’s  Quay,  Buckley,  and 
other  districts,  with  the  result  that  applications  were  l'eceived  for 
inclusion  in  the  Joint  Hospital  Authority  by  Buckley  U.D.C. 
and  Connah’s  Quay  U.D.C.  Satisfactory  terms  were  agreed 
upon,  and  they  were  included  as  from  1st  April,  1938.  The 
Board  immediately  applied  to  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  for  an 
amendment  of  their  Order  to  include  the  new  authorities. 

Since  then  an  application  has  been  received  from  Holywell 
R.D.C.  for  inclusion  as  a Constituent  Authority  upon  terms 
agreed  upon. 

There  has  been  some  delay  in  the  issue  of  the  amending 
Order. 

The  Flintshire  County  Council  have  submitted  their  Scheme 
under  section  185  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  to  the  Welsh 
Board  of  Health.  There  has  been  some  delay  on  the  part  of  Den- 
bigh County  Council  in  submitting  their  Scheme  under  the  same 
section. 
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In  view  of  the  possible  enlargement  of  the  Hospital  district 
it  was  felt  that  extensive  additions  and  alterations  to  the  existing 
Hospital  would  be  necessary,  and  accordingly  the  Board  gave  in- 
structions to  Mr.  B.  A.  Roberts,  Architect,  Mold,  to  prepare  the 
necessary  plans.  These  plans  have  been  approved  by  the  Welsh 
Board  of  Health.  To  enable  the  Board  to>  carry  out  the  exten- 
sions it  will  be  necessary  to  acquire  an  additional  If  acres  of  land. 
They  are  negotiating  with  the  owner  as  to  terms  for  the  purchase. 
The  Board  do  not  intend  to  advertise  for  tenders  until  they  know 
their  position  as  to  the  new  constituent  authorities  to  be  included 
in  the  enlarged  district. 

The  Board  have  also'  had  informal  meetings  with  representa- 
tives of  Ruthin  Borough  and  Ruthin  R.D.C.  as  to  the  terms  for 
inclusion  as  constituent  authorities. 

If  this  Scheme  is  carried  out,  the  following  improvements, 
approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  would  be  carried  out: — The 
nurses’  home  to  be  increased  to  have  altogether  30  beds  ; 3 addi- 
tional cubicles  to  Cubicle  Block  ; a new  Pavilion  Block,  with  com- 
bined cubicles.  Later,  if  necessary,  an  extra  combined  cubicle 
and  Pavilion  Block,  with  an  operating  theatre. 

If  and  when  the  new  alterations  and  additions  are  carried 
out,  it  will  be  the  finest  Hospital  in  North  Wales.

SE  WE  RACK  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS. 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Llanfair  Talhaiarn,  Llansan- 
nan,  Dolwyd,  Llansantffr  fid  and  Trefnant,  although  not  of 
modern  design,  were  kept  in  good  order.  The  Disposal  Works  in 
connection  with  the  Council  Houses  at  Alarli  and  Rhewl  (Cefnf, 
Groes  (Bvlchau),  Llannefvdd,  Tan-y-Fron,  and  Rhyd-yr-Arian 
(Llansannan) , and  Graig  (Llansantffraid)  were  well  cared  for 
The  sewers  in  connection  with  the  works  referred  to  and  at  Llan- 
suntffraid  were  maintained  in  a satisfactory  state. 


SC  AVENGING. 

A Scavenging  System  has  been  carried  out  satisfactorily  in 
the  parishes  of  Bettws,  Abergele,  Llanfair  Talhaiarn  and  Llan- 
santffraid.  The  ashbins  in  connection  with  the  houses  were 
emptied  once  n fortnight.  The  refuse  tips  in  connection  with  the 
first  two  parishes  are  in  isolated  positions  and  far  away  from  any 
dwelling-houses.  The  refuse  from  Llansantffraid  was  disposed  or 
at  Pensarn,  Llandudno  Junction,  at  a safe  distance  from  dwelling- 
houses.
